The Revenue Deparment has 
filed a motion with the Court 
of Appeals to take jurisdiction 
of an appeal of the ruling, but 
the high court has not ruled on 
the motion. 

Parsons said yesterday that, 
in correspondence with Lucked, 
he has said the only way for 
the Revenue Department to in 
crease assessments now would 
be for it to o der a so-called 
‘ blanket’’ increase.

THE TOBACCO SITUATION 


The hurley co-op has 455 million pounds 
under loan, which is about 10 months supply. 

The USDA official said he was told that 
acreage-poundage “is not popular in these 
parts.” But he added that some way must 
be found to bring about a better balance. 

This years production of burley will be only 
2 million pounds more than estimated con¬ 
sumption, ar.d this is not excessive, it would 
appear So, suppiy and demand already are 
about in line 

And a 10 months supply of burley in stor¬ 
age is much less than has been held in former 
years. In fact, the tobacco companies let a 
lot of leaf go to the co-op at support p ices 
last season with the intent of buying it when 
needed for manufacture into cigarettes. This 
saved them tying up their money in redried 
and stored tobacco. 

The co-op pays the government loan, with 
interest, when it sells the tobacco to the man¬ 
ufacturers. So no one is hurt, it would seem. 
And a 10 months supply in storage would 
serve to safeguard against any bad crop year. 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture told 
I lie Burley and Dark Leaf Tobacco Export 
Association at its meeting in Gutlinhurg, Tenn. 
this week that “you must find come way to 
bring about a better balance between supply 
and demand." 

The speaker was Carl Farrington, deputy 
administrator for commodity operation in the 
department. He said that after the last acre 
rage reduction, the USDA expressed willingness 
[to work with the producers to improve the 
"program. "But eight months later," he said, 
|“lhe hurley industry is not yet united on 
program changes which will bring supply ami 
demand into better balance.” Burley produc¬ 
tion this year is currently estimated at 552 
million pounds. Domestic use and exports 
during the marketing year ending Sept. 30 are 
estimated to have totaled about 550 million 
pounds. That's a near balance between pro¬ 
duction and disappearance . . . But it doesn't 
allow for any reduction in government loan 
holdings."
